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Connect traditional instrument(s) to instrument server 
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Client system sends request via the network to access a 
traditional instrument to the instrument server 
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Instrument server gets the instrument data from the 
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Instrument server generates list of traditional instruments 
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Client system connects to instrument server via a network 
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Instrument server provides the list of traditional instruments to the 
client system 
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One of the traditional instruments is selected from the list on the 
client system 
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Instrument server provides one or more instrument interface web 
pages to the client system 
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One or more control functions of the traditional instrument are 
initiated from the client system using the instrument interface web 
pages 
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Traditional instrument sends instrument data to the client system 
through the instrument server 
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Instrument data is displayed on one or more of the instrument 
interface web pages on the client system 
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
